Bomb throw ers are alluded 
to in trench slang as “anarchists.”

“T he 
hair 
brush,” 
explains 
th e 
w riter, “is very like the ordinary hair 
brush, except that 
the 
bristles are 
replaced by a solid block of high ex­ 
plosive. 
“The 
policem an’s 
truncheon 
has 
gay stream ers of tape tied to its tail 
to insure that it falls 
to the ground 
nose downward. 
Both these bombs 
t-xplode on impact, and it is inadvis­ 
able to 
knock 
them _ against 
any­ 
thing, say the 
back 
of the trench, 
when throw ing them. 
“The cricketball works 
by a time 
fuse. 
The removal of a certain pin 
releases a spring, which lights an in­ 
ternal fuse 
tinted 
to 
explode the 
bomb in five seconds. You take the 
bomb in your right hand, remove the 
pin and cast the thing madly 
from 
you. 
“The jam tin variety appeals more 
particularly to the sportsm an, as the 
elem ent of chance enters 
largely in­ 
to its successful use. 
It is timed to 
explode 
about 
ten 
seconds 
after 
lighting the fuse. 
It is therefore un­ 
wise to throw 
it 
too soon, as there 
would be ample time for 
your oppo­ 
nent to pick it up and throw it back. 
“On the other hand, it is unwise to 
hold on too long, as the 
fuse is un­ 
certain in its action and is given 
to 
short cuts.”

Red Book. 
Most of the sand came 
from the beds of the Missouri and 
Mississippi rivers, being removed by 
I 
dredges, chiefly operating in front of 
Bt. Louis, K ansas City, St. Joseph, St. 
Charles, Hannibal, Jefferson City and 
Boonville. 
W hile some of the gravel 
cam e from the river most of it was 
taken from gravel pits. 
T he 1914 output of sand and gravel 
was slightly lower than th at of the 
year 1913, when 4,126,126 tons, worth 
$1,109,233, w ere sold, the decrease be­ 
ing due to a falling off in building. In

“ I was also shot in the leg, Judge, in 
the back of the leg. 
Any ordinary 
man would think that I got hit there 
w hile I was running, but I didn’t know* 
what it was like to run,” said the old 
soldier. 
‘‘You see. Judge, I ran ahead of the 
rest of the troops—so far ahead that 
when I noticed they were not follow­ 
ing me, I turned to see what had be­ 
come of them. 
It wats then the bullet 
struck me.” 
Hayden displayed to 'Tiief of Police 
John Burger his honorable discharge 
from the army. 
According 
to 
the 
document, he had served under Cap­ 
tain William B. Keeler in the Thirty- 
fifth Iowa regiment. He was discharg­ 
ed at Davenport, la., on August JO, 
1865. His home is in Muscatine, Iowa. 
When asked by Judge Fuller if he 
desired to enter the Confederate home 
at Higginsville, 
Hayden 
remarked, 
“Me to the rebel home? Never. Take 
me back to Jail.**

CIVIL AUTHORITIES MUST OBEY OFFICERS 


By This Means It Is Hoped to Put a 
Stop to the Invasion By Mexican 
Bandits That Have Caused 
So 
Much Trouble. 


Brownsville, Texas, Sept. 8 —The 
United States army today took the 
most important step it has made in 
the complications of the Lower Rio 
Grande, in an order giving officers 
command of the action cf civilians. 
Heretofore the local peace officers 
have been permitted to participate in 
returning the fire of the Mexicans 
from the other side of J he river. 
In 
some cases the peace officers have 
pursued the bandits to the river banks 
and then held battle across the inter­ 
national line. 
Hereafter the army will attempt to 
handle all situations that arise. 
There is a double purpose in this. 
The Carranza authorities 
have 
an­ 
nounced they can co-opeiate better if 
there is no dividing authority on the 
river bank, and if they know they 
have to deal only with American sol­ 
diers. 
The United States officers have no 
authority to do police duty, or make 
arrests, so that in tightening the river 
patrols they believe they are taking 
control at the only place where they 
have free power to act, viz., within 
the immediate range of the interna­ 
tional line. 
It is expected further important 
orders will follow and that the army, 
with 4,000 men available, can attempt 
with possiDility of success to throw’ 
out patrols so strong that Mexicans 
trying to escape from the American 
border will have difficulty in trying 
to cross the Rio Grande.

Eighty P e r Cent of the Crop Will Be 
Out of Danger From Frost by 
October 
1— Much 
W heat 
Is Not Threshed. 


The following report, .showing Mis­ 


souri crop conditions, was issued last 


Saturday from the office of the secre­ 


tary of the state board of agriculture: 
So unusual has been the season now 
approaching its close and so varied 
are crop conditions, it was never more 
difficult to report with reasonable cer- 1 
tainty nor to estim ate with any de­ 
gree of accuracy the final outcome of 
Missouri crops. 
However, 
there 
is 
nothing to indicate that it will be nec­ 
essary to radically revise any* prelim­ 
inary figures on yields. 
This is due 
in part to the fact that in all early 
estim ates due allowance 
is 
always 
made by the Missouri board of agri­ 
culture for probable and usual dete­ 
rioration, rather than assum ing that 
perfect conditions are to follow. 
The 
figures thus represent the probable, 
rather 
than 
the 
greatest possible 
yields. 
As such, these figures may 
not attract much new spaper attention 
early in the season, 
may 
not 
be 
“booster” 
m aterial, 
but in the end 
they serve to 
establish 
confidence 
and to at all tim es give to the public 
the fullest obtainable facts— the truth 
—concerning crops* 
Corn—Condition bf corn, 
for 
the 
state, is now 75.4, as compared wiih 
73 6 one month ago. 
By sections, con­ 
ditions are: 
Northeast, 
65; 
north­ 
west, 74; central, 86; southw est, 77; 
southeast, 75. 
One 
year 
ago corn 
condition w as 56.8, and the total state 
yield, as shown by the Decem ber re­ 
port, wTas 175,159,000 bushels. 
Based 
on present 
indications, 
correspond­ 
ents estim ate an increase of about 14 
per cent over the 1915 
corn 
yield. 
Should this estim ate be realized it 
would indicate a yield of approxim ate­ 
ly 200,009,000 bushels. 
It should be 
borne in mind, however, that the corn 
crop is not sufficiently matured as toj 
admit of any definite forecast. 
Ex­ 
cessive rains and unseasonably cool 
weather have greatly retarded ripen­ 
ing, so that corn is much later than 
usual in maturing. 
Fair 
and 
warm 
weather, with warm nights, would re­ 
lieve fear as to early frost. 
Without 
a seasonable Septem ber there will be 
considerable soft corn at best. 
It is estim ated that, under favora­ 
ble conditions, 80 per cent of the crop 
will be out of danger from frost by 
Oct. I— and the average date of the 
first killing frost for Central Missouri 
is Oct. 14. Correspondents report but 
I per cent of the corn cut. Flood and 
wind have caused heavy losses, 
but 
m ore recently in Southeast Missouri, 
w here the 
prospect 
for 
a 
bumper 
crop lias been best. 
There 
are fail­ 
ures on the flat prairies as well as on 
the overflowed bottoms, but many up­ 
land fields, som e of 
which represent 
poorer soils, promise excellent yields 
throughout the state. 
W heat— With thousands of acres of 
wheat yet to be threshed, 
the esti­ 
m ated state yield of 12 bushels to the 
acre may be slightly changed. Based

in wheat acreage this fall,

O ats—The estim ated yield on oats, 
for the state, is 27.3 bushels per acre, 
the yield by section s being as follows:

war rumors afloat in the Turkish cap­ 
ital, the Associated Press correspond­ 
ent found that the following had cir­ 
culation an«l credence among a large 
number of Greeks and 
Armenians, 
and even som e uninformed Turks. 
That American engineers w ere en ­ 
gaged in digging a canal across the 
narrow part of the Gallipoli Penin­ 
sula: that the Anglo-French allies had 
built and put into operation a railroad 
twenty-five kilom eters long, and that. 
the allies w*ere now* busy rebuilding 
the Greek 
towns along the 
Darda­ 
nelles and the Aegean 
Sea, 
which 
wrere destroyed during 
the 
various 
bombardments. 
la s tly , 
that 
the 
French and English would ho m asters 
of the Dardanelles, Sea of Marmora 
and 
the Bosphorus within 
fourteen 
days. 
There are, of course, no American 
canal builders anywhere 
near 
the 
Dardanelles; there is no such railroad! 
as Die allies are said to have built; 
the Greek fow*ns are in ruin as be-1 
fore; and the fourteen-day period a1-! 
lowed 
for the penetration 
of 
the j 
strep s is recurrently prolonged. 
The rumors m entioned are not the 
most extravagant that one hears in 
Constantinople, they are m erely those 
heard most often and seem ingly be­ 
lieved by a large number 
of 
the 
Greeks and Armenians. 
Seeking enlightenm ent 
as 
to the 
reason for such an odd rumor as the 
presence of American canal diggers, 
the correspondent 
learned 
from 
a 
Greek resident that the allies had en­ 
gaged American engineers to dig the 
supposed canal 
because 
they 
had 
such success in canal building at Pan­ 
ama, and that the object of the canal 
through the Gallipoli peninsula was 
to afford a channel for the allied fleet 
to reach Constantinople without hav­ 
ing to pass 
the 
Dardanelles 
forts, 
w hose strength no one 
here, 
even, 
Greeks and Armenians, longer douhis. 
The suggestion that such a canal 
would be a task of several years w*as 
altogether lost on the man who be­ 
lieved the rumor. 
The report that the allies have built 
a military railroad from Sid-el-Bahr to 
a point twenty-five kilom eters north 
is even more widely believed. 
The 
truth is that the allies would have to 
run the railroad in circles in order 
to make it tw enty five kilom eters in 
length unless it penetrated the Turk­ 
ish lines. 
An attache of the American em bas­ 
sy in Constantinople had been so im ­ 
pressed with these reports of the rail­ 
road building, in fact, that even he 
besieged the Associated Press corre­ 
spondent for the truth. 
The activity of persons who circu­ 
late such rumors as are calculated to 
falsely im press the populace with the 
success of the allies gives the m ilita­ 
ry authorities 
much 
trouble. 
The 
penalty for such an offense may be 
as much as six years’ imprisonment, 
and a fine that may mean the confis­ 
cation of all the property the offender 
has. 
But even this drastic measure 
does not m ake 
the 
rumor mongers 
more careful. 
Almost daily a dozen 
such rumors are disposed of with va­ 
rying r e f i t s .

few* nighst ago a 
m eteor fell near Constantinople, the 
career of the celestial wanderer com ­ 
ing to an end with

He does not say, ‘Upon this 
rock will I build My Chuches/ from 
which words we m ust conclude th at it 
nover was His intention to establish 
or to sanction various conflicting de­ 
nominations, but one corporate body, 
with all the members united under 
one visible head; far as the Church is 
a visible body, it m ust have a visible 
head. 
Unity of v Faith and Government. 
"Our Savior calls 
His 
Church 
a 
sheepfold. ‘And there shall be one fold 
and one Shepherd/ W hat more beau­ 
tiful or fitting illustration of unity 
can we have than that which is sug­ 
gested by a sheepfold? All the sheep of 
a flock cling together, 
lf m om entar­ 
ily separated, they are impatient till 
reunited, 
fl’hey follow in the same 
pastures. 
They obey the same shep­ 
herd, and fly from the voice of strang­ 
ers. 
So did our Lord intend that all 
the sheep of His fold should be nour­ 
ished by the same sacram ents and the 
same bread 
of life; that they should 
follow the same rule of faith as their 
guide to Heaven; that they should 
listen to the voice of one Chief P as­ 
tor. and that they should carefully 
shun false teachers. 
"His Church is compared to a hu ­ 
man body. ‘As in one body we have 
many members, but all the members 
have not the same office; so we, being 
many, are one body in Christ, and 
every one members one of the other. 
In one body there are many members, 
all inseparably connected with the 
head head. The head commands; and 
the foot instantly moves, the hand is 
raised and the lips open. Even so our 
Lord ordained that His Church, com­ 
posed of many members, should be all 
united in one supreme visible head, 
whom they are bound to obey. 
"The Church is compared to a vine, 
al of whose branches, though spread­ 
ing far and wide, are necessarily con­ 
nected with the main stem, and from 
its sap 
they are nourished. 
In like 
m anner our Savior w'ill have all the 
saplings of His 
vineyard 
connected 
with the main stem, all draw their 
nourishment from the parent stock. 
In fact, our common sense alone, apart 
from the revelation, is sufficient to 
convince us that God could not be the 
Author of various opposing systems of 
religion. 
God is essentially One. He 
is Truth Itself. 
‘God is not the God 
of dissension, but of peace/ 
"I see perfect harmony in the laws 
which govern the physical world we 
inhabit. 
I see a marvelous unity in 
our planetary system. 
Each 
planet 
moves in its own sphere, and all are 
controlled by the central sun. 
Why 
should there not also be harmony and 
concord in that spiritual w'orld, the 
Church of God, the grandest concep­ 
tion of His omnipotence, and the most 
bounteous manifestation of His good­ 
ness and love for mankind? 
"Hence, it is clear that Jesus Christ 
intended that His Church should have 
one common doctrine, which all Chris­ 
tians are bound to believe, and one 
uniform government, to 
which 
all 
should be loyally attached. 
Where, 
then, shall we find this essential unity 
I answer, 
in 
the 
Catholic Church/* 
Pastor Russell Agrees With Cardinal. 
I am pleased to say that I can agree 
most heartily with Cardinal Gibbons’ 
presentation in almost every particu­ 
lar. 
Unquestionably sectarianism is 
wholly out of accord with the teach­ 
ings of the Scriptures. 
St. Paul de­ 
clares that it Is a proof of carnality, of 
a flashy mind, of an unspirtual state. 
(J Corinthians 3:3-7.) All Christians— 


are not satisfactory, not what the 
Word of God prompts us to desire and 
expect, nevertheless this divided con­ 
dition has certainly tended toward 
greater freedom of thought, greater 
liberty from ignorance and supersti­ 
tion. 


Which Is the True Church? 
Agreeing with all 
the 
Scriptural 
premises laid down by Cardinal Gib­ 
bons, we must, nevertheless, dispute 
his conclusion that this one Church, 
which Christ declared He would build 
upon the rock of Truth, and w'hich 
would grow to a glorious Temple com* 
posed of living stones, of which St. Pe­ 
ter wan one, is the Roman Church. 
Equally wTe disagree with our Baptist, 
Presbyterian, Methodist, Lutheran and 
Congregational systems when 
they 
each profess to be the one Church. 
Our contention is th at all wrho turn 
their backs upon sin, accept the Lord 
Jesus as their Savior, approach the 
Heavenly Father in full consecration 
through Jesus and who receive the be­ 
getting of the Holy Spirit of God—all 
such are sons of God, whether or not 
they join the Roman Catholic, the 
Congregational, the 
Methodist, 
the 
Presbyterian or other human systems. 
Furthermore, our contention is that 
not one of fhese human systems, Cath- 


of the true church w'ere made inten­ 
tionally, but merely that the church, 
coming under the control of brilliant 
minds, not 
spirit-begotten, followed 
their 
misrepresentations 
of 
God’s 
Word. 
For instance, the 
average Roman 
Catholic does not 
know' 
that he is 
not a member of the 
church. 
But 
Cardinal Gibbons will not deny 
the 
fact, neither will any 
other ecclesi­ 
astic, Their teaching, most explicitly, 
is that the pope 
and 
the other re­ 
ligions teachers compose the church, 
and that tho people 
are the children 
of the church. 
The Catholic church 
appropriates the words 
of Jesus re­ 
specting the little flock,” etc., and ap­ 
plies them to the clergy, not to the 
congregation. .This 
is the secret of

S A M U E L GOMPERS, FOUNDER OF 
FED ER ATIO N , GIVES OUT 
IN FO RM ATIO N. 


IDEA ORIGINATED WITH P. J. M'GUIRE 


It Was During the Existence of the 
Knights of Labor, to Which M r . 
McGuire, a Carpenter by 
Trade, Belonged. 


Washington, I). C., Sept. 4.—Samuel

’o r it is ours and if the roads are 
improved it w’ill enhance the value of 
our farms. It would not do to fail to 
pay taxes on road lands—it would 
leave a cloud on the title. 
Another reason for 
having 
good 
roads is that parties wanting to buy 
land and coming to look at it in a 
machine want to buy where the roads 
are such that they can use their ma­ 
chine in going to 
and 
from 
town. 
These are the best buyers. Our acres 
may be broad and fine, but if our 
roads and minds are too narrow, no 
one wrould want to settle w ith us. 
A man that will not give liberally 
to the road he travels ought to be 
ashamed to let his neighbors see him 
on that road; he should 
travel 
at 
night so no one could sec him. 
The 
gate in front of his plaec should he 
hoarded up and a sign put on it, “No 
body lives here.” 
Another mistake is made by chang­ 
ing county road supervisors too often. 
A county judge once 
said 
to 
me, 
“About the time a road boss learns 
his job thev want him out.” Now this 
is true; when the old one is put out 
the new' one must be trained at great 
odds to the county. 
To have goot 
roads we must have experienced men 
I think it unwise to let these county 
road bosses put in concrete culverts 
because the majority of them do not 
know' how' to mix cement, or make the 
proper calculation for the amount o 
water to be used, width and height of 
culvert, guard w'alls. etc. 
Of course, 
it is the county engineer’s place to 
look after this, but he can’t get work 
done according to his instructions by 
inexperienced men, and often the ma­ 
terial is wasted on small culverts. 
We have a culvert fund and should 
have experienced culvert men also. 
I think the salary of the road bosses 
is too small to hold experienced men 
on the job; as soon as they get ex­ 
perience on the county’s work they 
can make more money some place 
else. 
When there is a county seat road or 
other road to be laid 
and 
graded, 
land owners should give land to place 
this road on a good smooth roadbed 
and wide enough to fill ditches and 
grade up in good shape. 
There are 
places that need more than 40 feet 
so as to grade up properly. Land owm- 
ei? should give this also. 
Another thing: Where a road turns 
a square fence corner, just take your 
corner post out and string your wire 
across to each brace-post, after hav 
ing put in two “yankee” brace poles 
below. This w ill cut this square cor­ 
ner and not be so dangerous. 
Keep 
all brush and w'eeds cut out off the 
fence corners and bends in the road, 
so one can see a machine in time 
to turn out of the w'ay. And machine 
drivers should be careful about blow­ 
ing the horn in time to give a team 
a chance to get out of the road 
Farmers should look at this roat

I w'as over and attended the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce meeting the other 
night—you ought to have been there, 
too. 
W'e heard lots of good things. 
The most interesting thing I heard 
during the evening was bad—it was 
enlightening, because I 
understand 
now' some things which have affected 
my work. 
A man said that there were two fac­ 
tions in Sedalia, and that they threw 
mud at each other. Say, splits in the 
family 
cause 
divorce suits; “ better 
get together.” 
Judge Lamm wras telling about Jef­ 
ferson City, and he knows his busi­ 
ness. 
Everybody knows 
that 
there 
isn’t much about Jefferson City that 
is pretty, but they sure have got the 
spirit. 
I happened to spend July 4th 
there, and a good citizen took me all 
over those hills and hollows in his 
car. * You should have seen all the 
things he pointed out to me—never 
mentioned his machine once—and I 
thought it was a-with pride dandy. 
Over by Houstonia, the other day, 
J. Kelly Weight asked 
the 
farmers 
present five questions, one of which 
was, “w’hat did you ever do—outside 
of things by which you earn your liv­ 
ing—w'hich was a benefit 
to 
your 
community?” 
I should 
have 
added 
another, “Did you ever do or allow 
to be done anything which you knew 
to be a detriment to the people among 
whom you live?” Think it over. 
I had Un example that day. A man 
west of Houstonia—I would tell you 
his name—owns a large farm. As w*e 
drove by the air close to his barn was 
filled with buzzards. They always in­ 
terest us, so we investigated, and af­ 
ter driving eighteen of them off the 
carcass of a very large hog we deeid 
ed that we could not determine the 
cause of death, because of the condi 
tion of the same. The prosecuting at 
torney says there has been no viola­ 
tion of the law, but you couldn’t make 
me believe that that man has much 
“community spirit.” Buzzards fly too 
far. 
Did it ever occur to you that per­ 
haps after all a rainy day is a better 
boost for good roads than a parade, 
or that it takes more than a paid in 
full membership in a Booster club to 
make a booster. My regular business 
is hog cholera control, and I’m going 
to repeat wrhat I said to the people 
at Mr. Morris’ sale, and quit. 
Uncle Sam and the state are spend­ 
ing here in Pettis 
county 
between 
twenty and twenty-five thousand dol­ 
lars annually in this work. There are 
only fifteen other counties 
in 
the 
whole United States that are enjoy­ 
ing this privilege. 
We have the best 
method of handling the situation, but 
we are just like Mr. Long, your new 
farm adviser, who says: 
“I can’t ac­ 
complish much unless we all work to 
gether,” and if we don’t and you own 
hogs, you lose. 
My salary goes on 
just 
the 
same, so I don't—and we 
won’t be here forever. 
Do you get 
me?

Tuesday, September 7th, and it is es­ 
timated that approximately 3,500 boyg 
and girls will be enrolled. 
On the 
opening day last year more than 3,000 
pupils were enrolled the first day. We 
hope to increase this number mater­ 
ially this year. 
Last year we enrolled 3,642 pupils 
and had an average attendance of 2,* 
992 for the nine months. These 3,612 
attended 538,670 days, or an average 
of only 148 days for each pupil. 
If each pupil enrolled had attended 
the entire term of 180 days our num­ 
ber of days attended would have been 
655,560, an increase or 116,890 days, 
and this would have increased the at­ 
tendance quota for the schools of thi$ 
city about $341.72. 
The final reports of the principal*' 
to the superintendent last year show 
that a much larger number of their 
pupils attended school without losing 
a day than ever before. 
In order that the organization of 
the schools may be effected as speed­ 
ily as possible, the pricipals and 
teachers ask that all who can do so, 
shall enroll on the opening day. Sin"* 
the state apportions its school money 
on the basis of the actual number of 
days attended by each pupil, there is 
an additional incentive for early en­ 
rollment and regular attendance. The 
twelve schools in the city are located 
as follows:

However 
mysterious

causes of the great rainfall may be, 
its consequences are easily determ in­ 
able.

amusement enterprises in all parts of 
the country, causing losses aggregat­ 
ing many thousands of dollars. Indi­ 
rectly it has had an effect

TRANSPORTATION GF MEATS 


United 
Kingdom 
Is 
Experiencing 
Some Difficulty. 


London, Sept. IO.—Some difficulty 


is being experienced in the transport 
of meat to the United Kingdom, now 
that France is importing beef and 
mutton. 
Cold storage accommodation at var­ 
ious ports is inadequate, and British 
steamers with refrigerating space have 
been withdrawn from

trade and utilized as store ships. 
it is rumored that barges are to be 
fitted up for the purpose of storing 
meat, and a num ber of steamers will, 
it is expected, be released in the near 
future.

“Learning how' to 
play” 
is now a 
part of the curriculum of the embryo 
German soldier, 
who 
is being pre­ 
pared and trained for the front. 
In 
every garrison and barracks in the 
empire there 
are 
at present thou­ 
sands upon 
thousands 
of 
recruits, 
young and old, and every last one of 
them has to know' how' to play be­ 
fore he is 
considered 
fit 
for 
the 
trenches. 
* 
* 
This new policy is based upon the 
sound principle that the soldier, 
in 
the hours or clays when he is resting 
behind the front 
while 
his 
relief 
fights, m ust have something to occu­ 
py his mind and keep his body fit. 
An Associated Press correspondent 
recently made a 
fairly comprehen­ 
sive tour of Southern, 
W estern and 
Central Germany, and there was not 
a city without its thousands of men 
hard at work at the paradoxical com­ 
bination of fighting and playing. 
Rigorous drilling has by no means 
been omitted from the curriculum of 
the soldiers under 
training, 
and he 
can probably 
do 
the famous goose 
step quite as 
well 
as 
he could in 
peace time. But nevertheless, vastly 
loss attention is paid 
to it than in 
former years, for the reason that the 
goose step is not exactly 
an essen­ 
tial in the trenches 
of 
France and 
Russia. 
Frankfort’s 
largest 
barracks 
are 
built around a square—perhaps 
500 
feet square—a square 
large 
enough 
to accommodate easily a dozen or a 
score of groups of soldiers. There is 
the customary marching, exercising 
in saluting, bayonet, duel work, set­ 
ting up drill 
and 
dummy shooting 
practice. 
The first impression is 
almost in­ 
variably one of confusion, as squads 
go 
charging 
across 
the 
parade 
grounds, throwing 
themselves sud­ 
denly to the earth, rising and charg­ 
ing again. 
To the extreme rear of the grounds 
is a series of 
wooden 
walls, rising 
higher and higher into the air. They 
aro 
imaginary 
fortress 
walls 
that 
have to be scaled, and for hours the 
white clad soldiers 
mount 
on each 
others’ shoulders and 
clamber over. 
It is this tremendous 
work that is 
most popular. 
One corner of the parade ground 
is reserved for the 
playing, 
chiefly 
such simple games 
as 
blind m an’s 
bluff, tug of war, leap frog and the 
like. 
The 
favorite game is one in 
which a sore of soldiers form a cir­ 
cle, 
while 
tw’o 
of 
their 
number, 
Pinfolded, attem pt 
to 
catch each 
other in the center. It is all absurdly 
simple and interesting to w'ateh for 
a moment, but experience has shown 
that it has great value 
in relieving 
mental strain. 
The 
soldier coming 
out from under fire has about two de­ 
sires—to sleep and to eat—and after 
he has done 
these, 
no 
amount of 
reading or 
conversation 
will make 
him forget himself as well as physi­ 
cal exercises 
that 
relieve cramped 
limbs and make him laugh. 
It takes approximately 
six weeks 
of training in the garrison 
or bar­ 
racks to equip 
an 
infantry for the 
field nowadays. If a portion of each 
day s devoted to target practice, the 
man 
of 
average 
intelligence 
can 
shoot with 
a 
reasonable degree of 
accuracy within four weeks. 
The 
cavalry and artillery 
training takes 
longer, the latter about 
ten weeks, 
because the soldier must know' some­ 
thing about the mechanism of a gun 
and its use. 
The infantryman does not have to 
learn anything about 
a cannon nor 
the artillerym an a great 
deal about 
marching or bayonet work, and the 
cavalrym an’s chief 
attention 
is 
to 
his horse and his 
saber 
and lance 
work. But all three have to know' how’ 
to play, and are 
taught 
how' with 
characteristic German 
thoroughness.

NAKED SOLDIERS BATHE IN THE GARDENS 


National 
Museum, 
Former 
Quarters 
of the Old Masters, Now a De­ 
partment 
for 
Treating 
Crippled Limbs.

Oxford, England, 
Sept. 
IO.—That 
England’s only hope of winning the 
war lies in her finding new’ leaders, 
both for the army and for the state, 
from among her young college men, 
is the conclusion of Dr. Spencer Wil­ 
kinson, professor of military history 
at Oxford Unievrsitv, in a review of 
the war work of Oxford men. 
His 
review' is a forcible indictment of old- 
fogyism and red-tape, as exemplified 
by the present “system” of the British 
war office. 
“I have been amazed,’ writes Pro­ 
fessor Wilkinson, “through all these 
mpnths of the wrar, to see that the 
army is unable to distinguish between 
men of various capabilities and possi­ 
bilities, who are granted officers’ com­ 
missions. 
It makes them all second 
lieutenants and grades them accord­ 
ing to the dates when they joined, so 
I hat very often the youngest rank 
above their elders, the pupils above 
their teachers, the incapable above 
the capable. 
“By far the hest of my pupils in the 
officers’ training clashes since the war 
began have been the young college 
tutors, the pick of 
the 
university 
graduates. 
When 
the 
government 
awakes to its responsibilities, means 
will be found to discover these men 
and give them opportunities of leading 
in proportion to their pow'ers. But the 
government is still tied up in the red 
tape of thirty years ago, and will nev­ 
er throw' it away except in deference 
to some strong expression of the na­ 
tional will for efficiency.” 
Prof. Wilkinson has been in close 
touch with undergraduate life at Ox­ 
ford for six years, and he declares 
that, until this war came, the college 
men who planned to enter the army 
w'ere far from being the best class of 
undergraduates. 
The war has given 
the British army for the first time the 
really finest manhood of the country. 
“After a year or two of work at Ox­ 
ford as professor of military history,” 
explains Dr. Wilkinson. “I came to 
the conclusion that the army was not 
taking any of the best men from Ox­ 
ford. 
Officers’ commissions were giv­ 
en to men below the average of intel­ 
ligence and training in the university. 
I felt that for such a war as I believed 
coming—I had d isc u sse d it in a vol­ 
ume w'ritten just before coming to 
Oxford as a teacher—the army would 
need leaders of the highest stamp, 
men of the same intelligence as is 
expected of those who are about to 
make a mark in the learned profes­ 
sions. 
The best so ld ie r s at the wai 
office agreed with me, but no definite 
action w'as taken. 
“Then came the war. 
Immediately 
the whole of young Oxford joined the 
army, becoming offiicers either in the 
Territorials or in the new regular reg­ 
iments. 
Each term a class of these 
new' candidates attended my lectures. 
They worked with a zeal without pre­ 
cedent in my experience and quickly 
m astered the elements. 
“Even in these classes, 
I 
noticed 
the difference in powers. There were 
among them men whose ability stam p­ 
ed itself upon all that they did, men 
who, after eight wre e k s, w’ere w'riting 
orders as well as any general in the 
army. There were other men of only 
average powers. 
All alike were in­ 
terested in their work, diligent and 
keen, and all learned quickly. 
They 
have now' held their commissions for 
several months. 
I have 
been 
sure 
from the very beginning that these 
men would do their duty well, and that 
the best of them would make splendid 
officers. 
As for the men of special 
talent, of university distinction, a free 
field and no favor would soon bring 
them to the head of any profession.” 


Munich, Germany, Sept. IO.—Amer­ 
ican tourists who have visited the Ba­ 
varian capital, and who 
have 
wor­ 
shiped at the artistic shrines in the 
famous National 
Museum, 
probably 
would be shocked to find the former 
quarters of old masters now trans­ 
formed into a huge orthopedic depart­ 
ment for treating crippled limbs, to 
see almost naked soldiers bathing in 
the fountains of the wonderful gar­ 
dens and taking sun baths and gym­ 
nastic exercises on the lawns. 
The National Museum, however, is 
not the only Munich building to have 
undergone great changes. 
The mag­ 
nificent new' custom house is now a 
hospital. 
In the rooms 
where 
for­ 
merly baggage and freight were in­ 
spected hundreds of wounded soldiers 
now' lie on cots. 
In the office of the 
collector of customs surgeons sleep, 
and in the transfer department there 
are rows upon row's of medicaments. 
The availability 
of 
the 
customs 
house as a hospital, 
and 
especially 
as 
a 
sort 
of 
transfer station for 
wounded soldiers was apparent almost 
as soon as the wounded began to come 
back from 
the 
battlefields. 
Trains 
run right to one side 
of 
the 
huge 
buildings, and soldiers not only can 
he unloaded from them as easily as 
baggage, but may also be transferred 
to other trains for other parts of Ba­ 
varia w’ith a minimum 
amount 
of 
trouble, and to street cars for other 
hospitals in Munich. 
The amount of customs inspection 
that is now' necessary in Munich is 
approximately nil, so that it w'as es­ 
sentially a simple m atter to transform 
the character of the building. 
None 
in the whole city has so perfectly fit­ 
ted the requirements of a hospital, 
for in addition to the splendid facili­ 
ties for taking patients right off hos­ 
pital trains the rooms are large and 
airy, and several of them 
are 
well 
lighted to serve as operating rooms. 
Munich, Hike a dozen other German 
cities, has turned its largest indus­ 
trial school into a vocational school 
for 
crippled 
soldiers. 
The building 
has a capaicty of several hundred pu­ 
pils, and all the necessary appliances 
for teaching soldiers new' trades, or 
for 
teaching 
them how to continue 
their 
old 
trade notwithstanding im­ 
paired faculties. 
The vocational school consists real­ 
ly of three departments. 
In the first 
w'ounded soldiers are, so far as it is 
possible, cured. At least, open wounds 
are closed, and they are 
given 
the 
regular hospital treatm ent until it is 
definitely established that a stiffened 
leg never will become limber, or a 
crushed or smashed arm better. 
When his physical status has been 
definitely 
established 
the 
soldier 
moves on to the vocational or indus­ 
trial department, wfhere his capabili­ 
ties and inclinations are studied. Then 
he goes into the bindery, or the print 
shop, the carpentry 
department 
or 
the school of mechanical arts. 
If, for 
instance, his arms and hands are un­ 
impaired, he may learn stenography, 
typewriting and bookkeeping. 
The 
third 
department 
meantime 
becomes interested in him, and, be­ 
fore he is ready to leave the institu­ 
tion, 
secures 
for him a position in 
which he may earn at least a portion 
of the wage that he was capable of 
before going into the war. 
Munich, as the capital and largest 
city in Bavaria, has 
quite 
naturally 
the largest percentage 
of 
Bavarian 
wounded to care for. 
With every re­ 
source, financial, social and economi­ 
cal, she set out at the start of the 
war to see to it that no German city 
should surpass her in the excellence 
of the care accorded the wounded.

Granulated Sugar Has Gone Up 19 
Per Cent In England.

London, Sept. IO.—An average net 
increase of 36 per cent in the large 
towns and 33 per ceht in the small 
towns of England has taken place in 
food prices since the declaration of 
war. 
Immediately on the outbreak of wrar, 
according to figures collected by the 
board of trade, prices rose 15 per cent, 
but in the following month of Sep­ 
tember, they settled down to IO per 
cent. 
From that time on, each month 
has shown a steady gain. 
Last July, the price lists in the 
large British cities showed increases 
reaching to 70 per cent for the best 
cuts of home raised beef and 77 per 
cent for fish. 
Granulated sugar had 
gone up 70 per cent, bread 40, butter 
18, cheese and eggs 28, flour 42 and 
potatoes 24 per cent. The village paid 
less for everything except flour.
